Good evening Brookfield. Connecticut state Covid positivity rate is now at 3.84%, down from 

5% last week. Brookfield also continues to trend downward in the right direction – this week 

there are 14 reported cases. 99.93% of Brookfield’s population is presumed healthy (Covid free).
